TU    THE    REEDER. 

\Y/E  recomend  yu  tu  prezurv  cairfuly  this  furst  number  ov  "  The 
Pioneer."  Oenly  a  limited  edishon  ov  it  haz  been  printed  ; 
and  it  mai  wun  dai  becum  a  priesles  rarity  az  the  furst  peeriodical 
publisht  in  rashonaly-spelt  English. 

This  natyuraly  striecs  yu  iether  az  a  bad  joec  or  az  the  profesi 
ov  a  monomainiac.  But  "  wait  and  se." 

Yu  not  oenly  thine  this  speling  groetesc  :  it  seemz  tu  yu  in  sum 
waiz  unreezonabl  and  retrograid.  "  Whi,"  yu  sai,  "  thair  iz  not 
eeven  eny  considerabl  eeconomy  ov  leterz !  Sum  wurdz  ar  longer 
than  in  the  curent  speling.  For  instans,  whi  insurt  an  e  in  oenly 
and  eeven?  Whot  iz  the  mater  with  only  and  even?  And  whi 
aasc  me  tu  riet  matter  in  such  a  wai  that  I  can  not  distingwish  it 
from  the  wurd  bi  which  I  sumtiemz  adres  mi  muther  ?  " 

Theez  thingz  seem  unreezonabl  becauz  we  ar  toetaly  unacustomd 
tu  the  oenly  reezonabl  prinsipl  ov  speling — naimly,  "  wun  sound 
wun  simbol."  This  sistem  aprocsimaits  cloesly  enuf  tu  that  iedeal 
for  aul  practical  purposez,  tho  it  duz  not  pretend  tu  be  a  sientific 
instrooment  ov  presizhon.  At  aul  events,  it  cumz  neer  enuf  tu 
acyurasy  and  consistensy  tu  saiv,  on  an  averij,  WUN  HOEL  YEER 
IN  THE  SCUUL  LIEF  OV  EVERY  ENGLISH-SPEECING  CHIELD 
THRU  AUL  THE  CUMING  JENERAISHONZ. 

Thine  ov  it !     Iz  it  not  a  thing  wurth  thincing  ov  ? 

Very  liecly  yu  du  not  beleev  that  yu  waisted  a  yeer  oever 
speling.  It  iz  posibl  that  yu  did  not,  tho  yuer  struglz  with  speling 
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probably  ocurd  at  so  urly  an  aij  that  yuer  memory  iz  no  trust- 
wurthy  gied  on  the  mater.  If  yu  cum  ov  the  leterd  claasez, 
houever,  and  hapen  tu  pozes  a  good  vizyual  memory,  it  iz  cwiet 
liecly  that  speling  did  not  cost  yu  very  grait  trubl.  But  the  leterd 
claasez  ar  a  smaul  mienority  ov  thoez  hu  ar  going  thru  the  mil  in 
the  scuulz  ov  the  English-speecing  wurld ;  and  the  edyucaitorz  ov 
the  unleterd  claasez  ar  yunanimus  in  declairing  our  convenshonal 
speling  tu  meen  a  teribl  waist  ov  tiem  and  draubac  tu  edyucaishonal 
efishensy. 

The  prezent  sistem,  baist  on  the  prinsipl  ov  yuezing  no  nyu 
caracterz  or  acsented  leterz,  iz  surtinly  ijpt  so  elegant  or  so  sientific 
az  a  sistem  bi  which  sum  fifteen  nyu  caracterz  shood  be  aded 
tu  the  egzisting  alfabet.  But  such  an  alfabet  wood  meen  the 
scraping  ov  aul  our  egzisting  founts  ov  tiep,  tiep-rieterz,  ets.,  ets., 
besiedz  being  difkult  ov  acwizishon  for  the  adult  jeneraishon. 
Thairfor  such  a  reform  iz  unliecly  tu  cum  for  meny  a  dai,  if  it 
ever  cumz  at  aul ;  and  we  se  no  reezon  whi  the  children  ov  the 
neer  fyuetyur  shood  not,  bi  a  practical  mezher  ov  simplincaishon* 
be  releevd  ov  the  sensles  laibor  which  nou  absorbz  tu  no  purpos 
a  hoel  yeer  ov  thair  short  scuul  lief. 

Yu  hav  probably  several  argyuments  at  the  tip  ov  yuer  tung 
az  tu  the  obscyuering  ov  etimolojy,  the  sancshoning  ov  slipshod 
pronunsiaishonz,  and  so  forth.  Perhaps  yu  ar  eeven  prepaird  tu 
maintain  that  the  laibor  ov  lurning  tu  spel  iz  a  valyuabl  mental 
ecsersiez,  ov  which  children  aut  not  tu  be  deprievd.  This  iz  not  the 
plais  tu  aanser  theez  argyuments.  Sufies  it  tu  sai,  for  the  prezent, 
that  thai  hav  been  rebuted  tiemz  without  number  bi  filolojists  and 
edyucaishonists,  hu  ar  practicaly  yunanimus  az  tu  the  dezierability 
ov  reform,  if  a  sistem  can  be  arievd  at  which  shal  wurc  its  wai 
tu  jeneral  acseptans. 

Yu  doutles  thine  it  wieldly  improbabl  that  this  sistem  shood 
ever  du  so.  But  eeven  az  yu.  reed,  du  yu  not  fiend  a  litl  ov  its 
groetescnes  wairing  of  ?  Ar  yu  not  sumwhot  serpriezd  bi  the  eez 
with  which  yu  can  reed  this  paij,  without  eny  sort  ov  preparaishon  ? 
And  whot  iz  the  reezon  ov  this  eez  ?  Simply  that  every  sound  ov 
our  muther  tung  iz  consistently  reprezented  bi  a  singl  simbol  (wun 
leter,  or  tu  leterz  combiend)  which  iz  in  aulmoest  aul  caisez  aulredy 
familiar  tu  yu  with  the  valyu  heer  asiend  it. 

At  wun  or  tu  wurdz  yu  hav  posibly  stumbld :  for  instans,  on 
mater  abuv  menshond,  and  on  speecing  for  speaking.  The  reezonz 
whi  we  hav  prefurd  c  to  k  for  the  reprezentaishon  ov  this  sound 
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mai  or  mai  not  be  valid.  Thai  ar  discust  at  length  in  publicaishonz 
which  ar  nou,  or  wil  suun  be,  at  yuer  survis.  But  we  freely 
recogniez  that  in  this  cais,  and  in  several  utherz,  ecspeeriens  mai 
pruuv  that  the  noetaishon  we  hav  choezen  iz  not  the  best  posibl. 
We  du  not  poot  forwerd  this  sistem  az  incaipabl  ov  impruuvment ; 
but  we  beleev  that  the  amendments  which  ecspeeriens  mai  sho  tu  be 
dezierabl  wil  afect  individyual  deetailz,  not  the  groundwurc  ov  the 
sistem.  That  we  beleev  tu  be  the  best  atainabl  within  the  limits 
ov  the  prezent  alfabet,  and  without  eny  radical  departyur  from 
acsepted  valyuz.  When  the  tiem  cumz  for  the  edyucaishonal 
authoritiz  tu  maic  rashonal  speling  permisiv  in  scuulz,  it  wil  be 
for  them  tu  desied  whether  this  sistem  shal  hoeld  the  feeld  or  maic 
wai  for  wun  mor  sientific  and  elegant. 

Meny  points  which  mai  seem  tu  yu  od,  and  eeven  inconsistent, 
wil  be  ecsplaind  in  the  cors  ov  haaf  an  our'z  study  ov  the  sceem,  az 
set  forth  in  several  ov  our  leeflets.  Cwestionz  and  critisizmz  which 
ar  not  aanserd  in  the  sceem  itself,  we  shal  hav  plezher  in  aansering 
in  the  necst  number  ov  "  The  Pioneer." 

We  du  not  pretend  that  it  is  cwiet  eezy  tu  oevercum  the  natyural 
and  instinctiv  distaist — not  tu  sai  disgust — arouzd  bi  eny  departyur 
from  the  formz  tu  which  our  iez  hav  been  acustomd  from  chieldhood. 
But  if  yu  wil  consult  eny  ov  the  grait  styuedents  ov  langwij,  thai  wil 
tel  yu  that  theez  formz  hav  no  sanctity  whotever,  and  that  the 
historical  lesonz  thai  teech  hav  been  thuroely  lurnt  and  can  never  be 
lost  tu  us.  And — tu  sum  up — if  yu  wil  lisen  tu  yuer  oen  sens  ov 
hyumanity  and  ov  the  valyu  ov  lief,  yu  wil  at  leest  prezurv  an 
oepen  miend  on  a  reform  which  wil  practicaly  ad  a  yeer  tu  the 
scanty  edyucaishon  tiem  ov  incalcyulabl  milionz  ov  English- 
speecing  children.

THE    SIMPLIFIED    SPELING    SOESIETY. 


Soesiety  woz  establish!  in  1908,  with  Prof.  Skeat  az 
Prezident,  Dr.  Furnivall  az  Trezherer,  and  Mr.  William  Archer 
az  Secretary.  A  number  ov  interesting  pamflets  wer  isyud,  in 
which  surtin  simplincaishonz  recomended  bi  the  "  Simplified  Spelling 
Board  "  ov  America  wer  adopted. 

It  suun,  houever,  becaim  cleer  that,  in  this  cuntry  at  eny  rait, 
sumthing  diferent  woz  recwierd  for  an  efectiv  propaganda.  Whot 
interested  our  teecherz  and  utherz  hu  ^aiv  atenshon  tu  the  cwestion 
woz  a  simplificaishon  that  wood  obviusly  and  considerably  lieten  the 
burden  ov  the  lurner.  Thai  regarded  the  remuuval  ov  e  from  give, 
active,  ov  a  from  head,  ov  me  from  programme  az  steps  in  the  riet 
direcshon;  but  thai  sed  :  "  Such  simplificaishonz  aloen  wil  not  render 
the  burden  much  lieter.  The  grait  dificulty  iz  the  reprezentaishon 
ov  the  long  vouelz  and  difthongz.  Hou  du  yu  propoez  tu  deel  with 
theez  ?  "  It  woz  felt  that  the  cwestion  woz  lejitimait,  and  that  the 
problem  must  be  faist. 

It  wood  taic  tu  long  tu  descrieb  in  deetail  the  vairius  staijez  in 
the  development  ov  the  sceem.  It  woz  sent  tu  America  and  woz 
critisiezd  with  ciendly  cair.  It  woz  gon  intu  conshienshusly  bi  a 
conferens  that  met  in  September,  and  it  woz  maid  public  in 
November. 

It  haz  been  publisht  not  becauz.it  reprezents  the  laast  wurd  in 
simplified  speling,  but  becauz  it  iz  liecly  tu  aford  a  conveenient 
baisis  for  discushon.  The  aim  ov  the  Soesiety  nou  iz  tu  plais  befor 
the  public  cleer  staitments  ov  the  cais  against  the  curent  speling,  tu 
sho  hou  seerius  ar  the  consecwensez  ov  yuezing  it,  and  hou  much 
wood  be  gaind,  if  sum  such  sceem  az  that  ov  the  Soesiety  wer 
adopted.  In  several  important  respects  this  sceem  iz  doutles 
caipabl  ov  impruuvment,  and  helpful  sujestionz  ar  invieted  ;  but 
it  iz  confidently  sujested  that  eeven  in  its  prezent  form  it  iz  an 
imens  advaans  on  the  curent  speling. 

The  Soesiety  iz  stimyulaiting  interest  in  the  muuvment  in 
vairius  waiz.

It  iz  hoept  tu  establish  a  number  ov  loecal  braanchez,  and 
oferz  ov  help  tuwordz  this  wil  be  reseevd  with  plezher. 

The  isyu  ov  the  booclet  on  Simplified  Speling  haz  led  tu  moest 
satisfactory  rezults.  It  haz  been  wiedly  noetist  in  the  pres  and  haz 
braut  meny  apreeshiaitiv  leterz.  On  anuther  paij  wil  be  found 
a  list  ov  the  nyuezpaiperz  and  jurnalz  that  hav  refurd  tu  the 
muuvment.  It  woz  inevitabl  that  sum  rieterz  shood  tri  tu  be 
funy  on  the  subject,  and  that  utherz  shood  bring  forwerd  in 
good  faith  the  tiemworn  argyuments  against  chainj  that  seem  tu 
di  so  hard ;  but  on  the  hoel  the  pres  haz  treeted  the  muuvment 
seeriusly  and  in  sum  noetabl  caisez  very  simpatheticaly.  The  saim 
gratifiing  welcum  haz  been  acorded  tu  our  lectyurerz.  Everithing 
convinsez  us  that  we  hav  choezen  the  riet  tiem  for  oepening  our 
campain. 

We  hav  maid  a  good  start,  but  we  can  not  cary  on  the  wurc 
efectivly  unles  we  reseev  vigorus  help  from  our  memberz.  Thai 
mai  not  be  in  acord  with  every  feetyur  ov  the  sceem,  but  that  need 
not  detur  them  from  giving  the  muuvment  thair  activ  suport.  No 
wun  maintainz — it  seemz  nesesary  tu  repeet  this — that  the  sceem 
iz  purfect ;  it  can  not  be  maid  purfect  until  thouzandz  ov  ecstensiv 
ecsperiments  hav  been  maid  and  until  meny  competent  critics 
hav  ecsprest  thair  opinionz.  Tu  secyuer  this  we  must  get  at  the 
thouzandz  and  perswaid  them  tu  study  the  problem  in  its  meny 
aspects  ;  oenly  then  wil  thai  be  competent  critics.  It  must  thairfor 
be  the  aim  ov  our  memberz  tu  obtain  the  cooperaishon  ov  intelijent 
men  and  wimen  in  the  wurc  ov  instructing  public  opinion  and  ov 
evolving  a  purfect  sceem. 

Tu  record  the  progres  ov  the  muuvment  for  speling  reform  and 
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tu  aford  an  oportyuenity  ov  ecschainjing  iedeaz — theez  ar  the 
cheef  objects  ov  "  The  Pioneer."  We  beleev  it  wil  pruuv  ov  the 
graitest  survis  in  ceeping  briet  the  flaim  ov  enthyueziazm,  and  in 
sheding  liet  on  our  paath,  az  we  march  uphil  tu  atac  ignorans  and 
prejoodis,  mudl  and  waist,  conshus  that  we  ar  fieting  for  truuth  and 
reezon,  on  behaaf  ov  "the  jeneraishonz  ov  children  tu  cum  hu 
apeel  tu  us  tu  saiv  them  from  the  aflicshon  which  we  hav  endyuerd 
and  forgoten."

PRINSIPAL  SUR  JAMES  DONALDSON  woz  in  hapy  reminisent 
vain  at  Mr.  Archer'z  St.  Andrews  lectyur.  He  sed  hiz  interest  in 
foenetic  speling  woz  arouzd  sicsty-for  yeerz  ago  when  he  asisted  a

Sherif  in  Aberdeen  tu  teech  a  scuul  ov  raged  boiz.  The  Sherif  looct 
with  pity  on  the  iliterait  boiz  hu  apeerd  befor  him  in  Cort,  and 
began  a  scuul  for  them.  Thair  wer  grait  dificultiz  in  teeching  theez 
boiz  tu  reed,  and  the  Sherif,  with  the  aid  ov  utherz,  prepaird  a 
foenetic  alfabet.  The  rezult  woz  that  he  woz  aibl  tu  teech  theez 
ruf  ladz  hou  tu  reed  and  enjoi  reeding  in  sics  munths'  les  tiem  than 
woz  recwierd  bi  uther  methodz. 


THE  Pees  aspect  ov  simplified  speling  gaiv  the  Prinsipal  a  waity 
and  wurthy  theem.  He  sed  that  he  hapend,  meny  yeerz  ago,  tu  be  in 
a  Paris  cafe  which  woz  freecwented  bi  Egy ptianz.  In  the  cafe  wer 
nyuezpaiperz  printed  in  French  and  containing  iedeaz  calcyulaited 
tu  stur  up  theez  Egyptianz  against  the  British  Guvernment. 
Az  the  Egyptianz  did  not  lurn  English,  thair  woz  no  wai  ov 
counteracting  the  iedeaz.  Unrest  and  wor  wer  the  harvest.  He 
beleevd  that  if  the  Egyptianz  had  been  led  tu  lurn  English  and 
thus  tu  understand  the  British  Guvernment,  thair  wood  hav  been 
no  Egyptian  wor. 


"  I  HAD  not  thaut  it  posibl  tu  get  so  satisfactory  a  rezult  with  so 
fyu  chainjez.

"PHE  sens  ov  groetescnes  which  arouzez  so  much  hostility  tu 
simplificaishon  iz  larjly  dyu  tu  the  fact  that  the  very  absurdity 
ov  our  curent  speling  haz  temted  meny  rieterz  —  Thackeray,  for 
egzaampl,  in  England,  and  "josh  Billings"  in  America  —  tu  maic 
hyuemorus  capital  out  ov  it  in  the  wai  ov  bwrlesc.  Peepl  regard  the 
fantastic  speling  ov  theez  hyuemorists  az  a  satier  upon  "foenetic" 
reform  ;  whairaz  in  fact  it  iz  a  satier  upon  the  reclesly  unfoenetic 
naityur  ov  our  convenshonz.  In  beter  spelt  langwijez  thair  iz  litl 
temtaishon  tu  this  form  ov  hyuemor,  and  it  iz  litl  practist.  Meny 
ov  the  spelingz,  boeth  ov  Mr.  C.  J.  Yellowplush  and  ov  Josh  Billings, 
reprezent  the  respectiv  dialects  ov  theez  distingwisht  caracterz,  and 
hav  no  mor  bairing  on  our  subject  than,  for  instans,  the  broeg 
ov  Mr.  Dooley.  But  a  considerabl  number  ov  Mr.  Yellowplush'z 
ecsentrisitiz  ariez  from  the  atemt  tu  reprezent  corect  soundz  bi 
methodz  which  ar  aulso  "  corect "  —  in  uther  wurdz.

Thair  rongnes  in  theez  wurdz  is  az  arbitrery  az  thair  rietnes 
in  uther  wurdz.  Reezonably  considerd,  thai  ar  a  pouerful  pie  for 
simplificaishon  ;  but  in  practis  thai  act  az  a  stumbling-bloc,  bi  rein- 
forsing  the  tendensy  tu  regard  every  chainj  ov  speling  az  luudricrus 
and  vulgar. 

Josh  Billings  iz  far  les  injeenyus  and  amyuezing  az  a  leter- 
twister  than  Thackeray.  Moest  ov  hiz  spelingz  meerly  egzemplifi 
the  haphazard  foenetisizm  ov  the  unedyucaited.  But  thair  iz  a 
tuch  ov  satier  in  "oph"  for  "off,"  "ced"  for  "said,"  and  '  highsts  " 
for  "hoists."
